I tee i 
great numlhT of ptimpi now at 
work on varioue porta of the river ■ 
and every day two or iltrce at the 
lout may be noticed going down the river to 
the different digging! below ui. They are 
now wanted for pumping water out of I he 
holet : but I eipcct in a couple of month, thvy 
will be required for mpplying the rockcra with 
water, Tu-day a taren tquall paaaed ob- 
liquely acrou the rircr, and blew down 1 large 
gum tree nearly oppoaite my tent. The tree 
which had been completely edtiterrnined on* 
aide, fell acrou a hole in which a party had 
Juat previalialy been at work, but fortunately 
It the time when the wind caught It, they 
were up at their tent at dinner. At it wu, 
on* ruin had a narrow e*c*pc; he wu puling 
up the river at the time, and the ton nf the 
tree fell within four yardt of him.
